Reason for Referral and Background Information: 

Tii>W was referred for a clinical psychiatric review in order to determine her current level 
of emotioiial functioning, to help ascertain her eligibility for special education services, 
and to make recommendations consistent with her education needs and abilities, 

T|H|is a 6'year-old African- American female who at the time of this review was 
residing with her mother, father and sibling. She is attending Winston Education Center 
where she is enrolled in the 1 ^ grade, 

%^ Alberta M, Vallis, MD evaluated Tmk. on Junl 5, 2002, at the Center for Mental Health, \ 

\ T«iM was referred for this assessment vath Dr, Vallis due to a history of behavioral 

problems while she was enrolled in the Head Start Program Bdiavioral concerns 
included felling out in the floor, pulling her hair, refusal to participate in group activities 
and oppositional defiant behavior. These problems have reportedly escalated when Tmm 
enrolled in Kindergarten, Tp» Mntinues to manifest these negative behaviors at 
Winston Educational Center, There is no evidence of psychiatric hospitalization, 
however, IgHl reported that she takes medication but was unable to recall the name of 
the medication. 

Psychiatric Findings: 

Dr. Vallis, MD, the attending psychiatrist at The Center for Mental Health, gave the 
following impressions. TjiBlpresented as a child who showed some evidence of 
stuttering and a lisp. There were also concerns with regards to her receptive language 
skills. Her mood and affect were reported to be appropriate and her thought process wa< 
stated to be in tact However, she was precocious and overly detemiined to have her 
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way, TmiM thought content and percq>tions were aggressive. Reportedly she talked ol 
the children and teachers being mean to her. Her perceptual skills were reported to be 
weak. 



was oriented to time, place and person; her attention and concentration were 
a pprop riate and her memory was in tact but reportedly not for social rules. Moreover, 
TfHil insight into her own behavior and judgment, according to Dr. Vallis, was poor 
Furthermore, 7j^ tends to be intrusive and overly demanding.

Prior Academic Testing: 

Cognitive testing conducted by DCPS on Febnary 28, 2003 showed that TtaM is 
fiuKtioning in the Bord erline range of mtellectual fiinctioning as indicated by her Full 
Scale IQ of 77, TIM^ ability to reason with and without the use of words is not 
significantly different, although her verbal ability is slightly better devetoped than her 
nonverbal ability as indicated by her Verbal Comprehension Index of 87 and her 
Perceptual Organization Index of 75. 

Current Ciinical Asses^cnt: \ 

DCPS clinic^ psychologist adniinistered a more recent chnical assessment to Tia^ on 
May 7, 2003 in order to ascertain her current level of eirwtional fimctioning. Tvi was 
observed in the classroom, interviewed in the testing area, administered a depression 
scale for children, projective drawings, and the Connors' Teacher Rating Scale. 

During the interview UHl presented as a very cooperative child who responded to tte 
various demands for activity b an appropriate manner. Although at times she was 
somewhat distractible, Ti^i could be redirected with mmimal prodding. Tm was 
spontaneous in speech and did not manifest any unusual behaviors. Moreover, TiB 
indicated that she takes medication three times a day, which accorduig to 1^ helps hei 
stay awake. Reportedly T|Hi tends to fell asleep during class times. 

Hie results of the Children's Depression Inventory (GDI) fell in the moderate range for 
children suspected of depression with a T score of 62. T^iendorsed feeling sad all tiK 
time, that she does everything wrong, she feels alone all the time and that she has some 
friends but she wishes that she had more. Moreover, it is mroortant to note that Ti 
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Stated during the interview that she loss both her grandmother ard grandfather within the 
past year. She also indicated that ste continues to feel sad when she thinks about thent 

The results of the other projective testing and behavior rating scales indicated that Tim 
tends to be oppositional, which may result in her breaking rules, and have problems with 
person in authority. T^ik is also likely to be inattentive, have organizational problems, 
have difficulty completing tasks and have concentration problems. She is also likely to 
have problems sitting still for very long and feel restless and impulsive. Socially, TfeB 
is likely to perceive that she has few friends, lowered self-esteem, and feels socially 
detached from her peers. Test results also tudicate that T||i is at risk for Attention 
Deficits Hyperactivity Disorder, Combined Type. 

Summary and Recommendations: 

Tim is a 6 year-old African-American female who was referred for a clinical evaluation 
in order to determine her curreiirf: level of emotional functioning. The results show 
evidence of moderate levels of depressive sjnmptoms, oppositional tendencies, social 
problems and symptoms associated with Attention Deficits Hyperactivity Disorder, 
Combined Type. 'Qm also has a history of poor academic performance, sleeping in 
class ami behavior problems. Tmi stated that she takes medication, wluch reportedly 
helps her to stay awake. Tim is currently attending Winston Educational Center where 
sh^is enrolled in the 1^ grade- The results of this evaluation \^1 be shared with other 
raeml^ers of the lEP team in onJer to help develop a program th^^is consistent with her 
needs and abilities. Furth^more, given TlBl^history of inattentiveness, distractibility 
and current test results indicating symptoms associated with ADHD, a closed spaced 
academic environment appears to be a more appropriate setting.

Since Tiaiil attendance at Winston E.C., she has had behavioral and academic problems. She was 
found to not stay focused or corporative with adult directions. However, DCPS did nothing. 
Therefore, violating the "child find statute" because it did not identify, locate and evaluate to 
determine her need for special education. 



Although the parent completed an evaluation of linft in 2002, DCPS did not respond until 2003 
v^4ien it finally completed a psycho-educational evaluation which found her eligible for special 
education services. Althou^ the evaluation recommended more testing, tiie parent had to file for a 
hearing before the evalu^on could be completed. Therefore, DCPS has been denying 1mm FAPE 
for at least 5 years. 

In 2003, DCPS placed Tavat Payne ES. However, during her attendance at Payne, Tmi has not 
progressed. She continues to exhibit the same behaviors of ^positional defiance, lack of focus and 
lack of academic progress. Additionally, TMib teacher has informed the MDT that TiBjt has seen 
the same curriculum for the last two years, yet Tjmm does not remember mid she does not perform 
class assignments because she continues to forget fi-om day to day. TTie teacher also indicated that 
she is not retaining the information like her classmates and peers. Ms. Gales has informed the MDT 
that TlHl continues to perform on kindergarten level and that she has not seen any improvement in 
her academics and concurs with Hm^B special education teacher that she is not retaining the 
information learned at Payne ES. 

Furthermore, at the 04/29/05 the MDT meeting, the team recommended that Taipreceive 
intervention measures such as T'ai Chi, Yoga, or ballet to assist with her retention, inattentiveness, 
and distraction associated with her ADHD disability and recommended that she may need 
medication, yet they fmled to order a psychiatric evaluation or incorporate sucb recommendations on 
her DEP or provide her\[th the recommended services on her lEP. Additiooall^althoug^ the team 
acknowledged that IJIH^ADHD disability is having a tremendous eflfect on her academics, tfiey 
have not included the ADHD disability on her lEP so tiiat she could be provided with the services. 

DCPS has not been able to show that liai has been receivii^ her related services. Although the 
advocate requested the encounter tracker forms, she has not received them from DCPS. TTierefore, 
DCPS has not provided liuM with all her related services and has violated 34 CFR 300.501. 



In addition, Tmt^ continues to manifest negative and aggressive bdiaviors, e.g., being verbally and 
physically aggressive, bitting, hitting other students, and being disruptive in class, yet, DCPS has not 
contemplated a different program for Vmm so she can become a successfiil individual or evaluated 
her so as to address her behavioral issues to determine the impact upon her academics. Ms. Gales 
again requested that DCPS consider a different fiill-time special education program for Tmmtj but to 
no avail. Furthermore, ECPS has refiised to discuss other placements to address 'EiHlii negative 
behavior, ADHD disability, and failing academic performance. 
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State how you would like to see the problem corrected: Ms. Gales is seeking the following relief: 
(1) DCPS to fund independent evaluations for all suspected disabilities, especially a psychi^dric 
evaluation; (2) DCPS to provide parent/counsel a written copy of its review of the independent 
evaluatiiHis forty-eight (48) hours prior to the meeting; (3) DCPS to develop an appropriate lEP; (4) 
DCPS fiind TiBii at Accotink or comparable placement to address her ADHD disability and
